NEW YORK, Dec. 29 (A4P).—

Mr, Kotchian. who has resigned 
from Lockheed, justifies the bribes 
as “admission to a ball game.” 
He says that, “If you didn't pay 
the admission, you were not even 
qualified to participate in the 
game—Your preduct would not 
even be considered.” 

He argues that the payments 
were “a defensive stratesy to de- 
fend ourselves in the game of in- 
ternational] trade.” He also main- 
taing that they were “worthwhile, 
since they amounted to less than 
3 der cént of the expected sum of 
about $430 million” that Lockheed 
would receive for the sale of 21 
‘TriStar airliners. 

In his book, entitled “Lockheed 
Sales Mission: 70 Days in Tokyo.” 
Mr. Kotchian also alleges that: 

4 Seven additional Japanese 
Politicians, including a potential 
Premier, were involved in the 
scandal beyond the 16 who have 
been arrested. 

® Of the $12 million that Lock- 
heed paid to helo sell the TriStar 
to All Nippon Airways, only 53.4 
million was in sales commissions. 
Mr. Kotchian disclosed for the 
first time that $4.3 million pur- 
portedly went to Mr. Kodama in 
retainer and consulting fees and 
that $43 million was paid in 
bribes to Kakuei Tanaka, the for- 
mer premier, and other politicians. 

© Lockheed initinted and cir- 
culated a rumor in Japan that 
the Richard Nixon adrninistration 
Was urging the Japanese airline to 
buy the Lockheed planes, al- 
though that was untrue, 

The book is an outgrowth of 
about 100 hours of interviews with 
Yoshio Murakami, a reporter for 
Asahi Shimbun, a leading Jap- 
anese newspaper. Mr. Murakawi 
wrote the book for Mr. Kotchian 
in Japanese, then produced an 
English-language version. Mr. 
Kotchian has declined to see any 
other reporters. 

Mr. Kotchian asserts in his 
book that Kenji Osano, an exec- 
utive in the transport business, 
took a bribe of $1.6 million to use 
his connections with Mr. Tanaka 
on Lockheed's behalf. Mr. Osano 
is a close confidant and political 
financier of Mr. Tanaka but has

The first etfect of Britain's latest budgeb 
euts wil) be. unfortunately, another erosion 
of its standard of living. The first bensfit 
will be another iarge international loan to 
prevent another run on the pound.

Class, Not Race, Basia 

The ideology of the governing 
party, known as Frelimo, is rooted. 
in class differentiations, not race.

In 2 society 
where almost all positions of 
Power and privilege were reserved 
for the colonists, 2 backlash was 
inevitable.

President Samora Machel, who 
worked as 2 hospital orderly be- 
fore leaving in the early 1960s 
for guerrilla training in Algeria, 
has intervened to limit harass- 
ment of the settlers by the army 
and police. He has visited jails, 
reviewing cases and ordering the 
release of the innocent, 

On the other hand. his speeches 
before and after independence on 
June 25 of Jast year heightened 
feelings against the Portuguese 
here. 

The Harshest Blow 

Denunciations of “colonial 
masters, economic saboteurs and 
foreign ideas” were coupled with 
fiercely anti-capitalist rhetoric.

The two youths, Miliswa Sobuk- 
we, 22, and Dinilesizwe Sobukwe, 
21, arrlved in May of last year to 
study at Atlant- Junior College, 
where Mr. Young's wife teaches.

Paris Opéra’s new production of 
“Die Walkilre.” the public reac-

NEW YORE, Dec. 30 (NYT).—

the federal-funds rate. the basic 
interest rate of the moncy mar- 
ket. to trade at 4 9.16 per cent 
Friday and ‘took no action to 
keep it from drifting that lew.

Bowever, the 6-per-cent 
rate is now expected to become 
the prevailing level. 

Another effect of the decline 
in the key short-term U.S.

And as these 
rates nudged lower, the dollar 
weakened on the foreign exchange 
markets. 

The dollar fell to 2.37 deutsche 
marks from 2.3875 Friday and to 
2.4460 Swiss frances from 2.4522.

Kenneth Rexroth says. ‘They don’t have anything 
to write about. They take courses 


in creative writing ..? 


‘Old-Beat’ on Poets, Anarchy, Detachment

MONTECcrTO, Calif, (WP),—When Eenneth Rexroth spplied 
for membership in the American Communist party in the 


eerly 1930s, his application was quickly returned with a nota- © 


tion written by chairmen Earl Browder in bold red letters. 

Rexroth, Browder said, was a valuable comrade but far 
too anarchistic to be 2 party loyalist. 

Today, at age ΤΙ, he still has a maverick quality. 

AS a young man in the 19%s, he rubbed shoulders with 
Political radicals and avant-garde artists all over the country. 
Three decades later in Sen Prancisco, his poetry helped in- 
spire the Beat literary movement. Years before they became 
fads, Rexroth read poetry to jazz and studied Oriental culture. 

This mixture of activities reflects the inquisitiveness that 
has led Rexroth to write several volumes of poetry, translate 
the work of several Chinese, Japanese and Spanish poets, and 
to write books and essays on a variety of subjects—from 
communalism to architecture to jazz to ancient literature. 


Self-Appraisal 


In the popular eye, Rexroth has been primarily associated 
with the Beats. But he doesn't think of himself as part of 
that group. 

Rexroth’s poetry, which spans 1920 to the. present and 
represents several different artistic periods, has been described 
by Prof. M. L. Rosenthal of New York University as “a mixture 
of personalism, quietism and individualistic prophetics.” 

In “The Modern Poets.” Prof. Rosenthal called him, “a man 
of wide cultivation and, when not too busy shocking the bour- 
geois reader (who would iike nothing better), a genuine poet.” 

Rexroth and his fourth wife, Carol Tinker, also 2 poet, 
live in a two-bedroom house in this well-to-do enclave of 
Santa Barbara (his two daughters by a previous marriage are 
in college). 

Paintings they bave done hang on the walls of several 
rooms. She works mostly in oils. Rexroth’s last New York 
show was 15 years ago. 

From 1968 to 1974 he was a special lecturer at the University 
of California at Santa Barbara. From 1974 to last year, he was 
in Japan as ἃ senior FPullbright fellow. 

He is currently working on 8. book about Li Ching Chao, 
the classical Chinese poet. He also has completed an anthology 
of poetry of preliterate people. 

Rexroth thinks American poetry is in a slump. Today's 
good poetry, he said, is coming from various protest groups— 
feminists and blacks. “The impetus has gone out of most 
poets.” he contended. “They don't have anything to write 
about. They take classes in creative writing. Classes in 
creative writing are not designed to produce writers—they're 
designed to produce teachers of writing. So there's terribly 
limited experience and there's not sufficient reason for writing 

poetry. But there are people. They turn up all the time and 
they find it difficult to get published.” Rexroth said the 
reason for poets not being published was that magazines—miass 
market or specialized—don't take poetry seriously. 

“I think right at the present moment there is feminist 
poetry of quality particularly since they've (women) stopped 
writing poems about how they hated thelr husbands," said 
Rexroth, .
